men slowly smoke their last 

Camel; matted hair, bristling 
beards, and shiny clothes speak few 
recent creature comforts. young man 
with scraggly punk haircut squirms 
metal folding crosses his arms, 
uncrosses them. fucking job. Get 
some money. snorts the last 
word with failed bravado. Few the 
crowded room talk. Some shake with early- 
morning coughing, while others nurse the 
only cup coffee. 

Two husky men their mid-30s 
could truckers luck out. They are 
called the counter. Got day’s work 
for two, the counterman says. The two 
friends look relieved, ready go. 
“Dishwasher and the counter- 
man adds. The men say nothing, but 
and ride em- 
barrassedly across their faces. Not even 
man’s work. 

They look each other. One gives 
“what the shrug. They take the 
work tickets and hit the street. 

The Depression, 1980s-style, rerun 
daily Boston, opening 5:30 
a.m. Recently, has been playing 
record crowds. It’s found around half- 
dozen temporary-employment agencies 
that match blue-collar bodies with 
businesses that need day laborers. Before 
most have rolled over into the new 
morning, these agencies are eyeing the 
prospects they file in. Making 
judgments not unlike those cattle-buyers 
make, along with instant personality 
evaluations, the men behind the counters 
decide who goes where. Now, with the 
recession, their job tougher; there are 
lot more people wanting work than there 
are jobs for them. More than ever, day 
laborers the boxcar-unloaders, truck- 
packers, floor-sweepers, shelf-stockers 
are the economic Untermenschen 
America. land where what you

There were 
pages ads for such high-tech oppor- 
tunities, but none for unloaders pick- 
led pigs’ feet bookshelf-dusters jobs 
filled recent early morning day- 
labor agency.

The man, now employed, driven 
the South Boston fish-packing and 
-shipping firm. route, the agency man 
says business down the agency sends 
out about people work each day 
when should hitting 100. 

the fish firm, the man given 


boots (they leak) and rubber 


gloves. For the day works with two 13- 
year company veterans room filled 
with fish, containers, and stainless-steel 
tables. The job get freshly caught 
fish ready flown and trucked 
around the country. 

First, plastic garbage buckets filled 
with scallops are iced down with scoop 
shovels. Then two pallets cod are 
brought in. Already gutted, they have 
rinsed, trimmed, and filleted. One 
the men makes final cleaning cuts inside 
the fish, which weigh pounds. 
The second rinses them with garden 
hose, and the third uses band saw with 
guard buzz off the fins and heads 
before reducing the cod one-inch 
steaks. 

The cod are weighed into iced boxes 
soaked brine. The scallops are packed 
into tin cans and also iced and boxed for 
shipment. radio plays soul music while 
they work, but usually overpowered 
the sound saws, conveyors, 
splashing water, and boxes being stacked. 
One the regulars periodically dis- 
appears and returns with the not unplea- 
sant aroma brandy his breath. 

blustering alternately cajoles 
and criticizes the work and turn 
muttered about the two regulars when 
leaves. The new man advised not 
stoop often his back will sore 
quitting time. The regulars are right.

Fiscal and monetary 
policies were not significantly 
dedicated macroeconomic sta- 
bilization before the late 1930s. 
1929-1934 both Hoover and 
Roosevelt raised taxes and\sought 
vainly balance the federal 
budget; they were worried about 
the Depression’s effect the 
budget, not the impact 
the economy. Throughout the 
precipitous decline 1929-1932 
monetary policy gave second 
priority the American econ- 
omy, and primary emphasis

Similar redefinitions the eco- 
nomic central 
government occurred other ad- 
vanced democracies the 1930s 
and 1940s.

full employment, set the stage 


for postwar macroeconomic strat- 
egy and legisla- 
tion. 

these political develop- 
ments there were important intel- 
lectual counterparts and founda- 
tions. revolution macroeco- 
nomics and the theory 
monetary and fiscal policy began 
with J.M. Keynes’s General 
Theory Employment, Interest, 
and Money, 1936, and spread 
through the English-speaking 
world and after the war con- 
tinental Europe and Japan. This 
provided the rationale for the 
full-employment commitments 
the several countries, along with 
guidance how implement 
them. The business cycle was 
longer seen, both or- 
thodox and Marxist economists 
saw it, inevitable and func- 
tional characteristic capital- 
ism. According Keynesian 
economy-wide fluctua- 
tions economic activity are 
wasteful; they can avoided 
active fiscal and monetary inter- 
vention, so-called stabilization 
policies. 

Keynesian macroeconomics 
not logically lead any 
position for against welfare- 
state measures.

The same warning has been re- 
peatedly issued America 
Chairman Paul Volcker the 
Federal Reserve, who, unfor- 
tunately for the effectiveness 
the warnings, does not quite com- 
mand the same audience head 
government. President Reagan 
has not made Volcker’s threat 
credible those who determine 
wages and prices; instead has 
undermined promising dis- 
inflation without tears, instant 
spurt rapid growth, falling un- 
employment, and 
flation. Recently, true, his 
treasury secretary has lapsed into 
old Keynesian urging the 
Fed loosen bit forestall 
incipient recession. the other 
hand, the administration not 
fine-tuning fiscal policy 


anti-recessionary direction. 
Instead, its current fine-tuning 
aimed the other direction 
trying like Hoover and Roosevelt 
the early 1930s offset the 
effects the recession the 
budget deficit cutting the 
budget further.

hings happen fast High- 
Park. the scenic, 

hilly neighborhood 
perched between Mission Hill and 
the heart Roxbury, rot rubs 
shoulders with renaissance and 
the air filled with the sounds 
the urban frontier. time, 
tow smart brick-front town- 
houses kin those two miles 
east, the South End rise 
where only rubble and over- 
grown lots used be. great yel- 
low backhoe dispatched the 
city roots out decaying water 
main. Just down the hill, across 
barren Columbus Avenue, the 
multi-million-dollar Southwest 
Corridor Project churns away. 

prime country,” said one 
Highlands resident, but 
sounding too cheerful. fact, the 
same conditions that have devel- 
opers smiling (land selling for 
about half the going price 
the South End and the view un- 
equaled the inner city) have in- 
creasingly lined the brows 
long-time Highlanders.

future neighborhood center was 
raised, and clean-up crew 
cleared some debris from the in- 
side just month ago. 
took about six good months 
start the ailing building towards 
recovery. took just five min- 
utes turn that project near 
ruins. 

about a.m. the day 
before Thanksgiving, Dorothy 
Barry, her daughter, and friend 
were walking down one the 
little sloping streets the High- 
lands near the Cedar Street build- 
ing. Barry noticed that some 
the boards the building were 


loose and saw what looked like 


smoke coming from the back. 
Around the other side, she saw 
bulldozer with big ugly pole 
the end bearing down 
the house. She and her com- 
panions were able halt the 
driver, but not before and the 
rest the demolition crew had 
turned the north face the house 
into wood and brick confetti. 
just started 
demolish the building,” Barry 
said interview last week 
the lobby the Boston Housing 
Court, where she succeeded 
winning injunction against 
razing the building.

Add the sour cream all 
once and cut form dough. 
Turn the dough onto lightly floured 
board and knead gently until 
smooth.

ert believe that the great, purple, 

hump-backed eland the great- 
est gourmet treats. Since the Bushmen 
partake more than 150 species 
plants, animals, and insects arguably 
the most varied diet the planet their 
opinion must considered seriously. 
What about eland? 

Well, it’s the largest antelope Bush- 
man country, and the people there prize 
for its ability feed large numbers for 
long time. The eland also the hardest 
creature kill, that its slaying brings 
the most prestige the successful 
hunter. 

Laurens van der Post, who entitled his 
book African gastronomy First Catch 
Your Eland, hunted and killed and ate 
with the Bushmen, and felt was 
merely eating for the sake but 
also participating kind rudi- 
mentary religious The Bushmen 
might chase wounded eland for days be- 
fore bringing camp and apportion- 
ing the choice cuts system kin- 
ship relations. 

Before and after eating, the Bushmen 
dance because “ever since there have 
been people like ourselves the world 
have never killed eaten such 
animal without saying thank-you 
afterwards for giving itself for 
Van der Post writes that freshly 
killed meat grilled over charcoal made 
from aromatic desert wood was among 
the most enjoyable meals his life. 

have always wanted taste eland 
and this year got chance, the an- 
nual Harvest restaurant game festival. 
The feast, November 22, was the 
final round week-long battle between 
nouvelle-trained chef Bob Kinkead and 
menagerie unusual viands, from alli- 
gator yak. The event comprised 
courses and nine wines, for $75. 

The contrast between wilderness food- 
stuffs and the world’s most sophisticated 
sauces was only one the 
ironies. One thinks hunting and 
ing offering chance eat food that’s 
fresh and simply prepared; yet the word 
gamy implies flavor heightened con- 
trolled spoilage. Our game animals came 
mostly from game farms, having been 
shipped great distances; mighty hunt- 
ers wore our fanciest clothes, and waiters 
changed our silver every course. 

But nature itself full contradic- 
tions. friend Steve Bodio, the fal- 
coner and nature writer, was hunting one 
day and feeling like primitive man, when 
realized that neither nor his hawk 
nor the pheasants they were hunting 
was species native the range was 
walking. 

And was the table. began with two 
Hawaiian oysters with caviar beurre 
blanc. Hawaiian oysters look like Cape 
Cod oysters but are the size and shape 
our largest mussels. don’t know what 
they would taste like Hawaii, but those 
that were shipped here were too strongly 
flavored, the borderline being fishy. 
That might gaminess, but it’s more 
likely storage, and reinforced the no- 
tion that game where you find it. 

The sauce was marvelous. Round one 
the chef. 

Course two was 
smoked wild Here the smoki- 
ness obscured whatever special flavors 
the wild turkey might have had, leaving 
effect like that fine Italian 
The dish looked like vegetable terrine, 
with pretty chunks bright-colored 
vegetables and set like jewels slice 
and the whole laid 
sharp, reduced tomato sauce. Good eat- 
ing; you agree, powerful home- 
made chutney could overcome any prob- 
lems and the wine well. 

tangerine sauce made more game-feast 
sense. The components (whatever they 
were) had been ground into sausage 
mild, pheasant-like gaminess, with bal- 
anced herbal flavor. The sauce, though 
slightly sweet, was light enough, and the 
sprig fresh marjoram was garnish for 
taste well sight.

More likely 
needed the desert air, the exhausting 
chase, the fellowship the dance, and 
the distribution our proper cut, elder 
aunt the hunter who fired the crucial 
arrow whomever. 

But all had was the atmosphere 
the restaurant, the parking Harvard 
Square, bit culinary gossip, and 
steaklike cut meat with the flavor 
overdone prime rib and the toughness 
underdone pot roast. And special 
gaminess all. was not just like beef, 
but was far milder than venison. 

Our favorite meat was the loin wild 
boar, stuffed with herbs and pine nuts, 
roasted, and offered with glazy sauce 
just sweetened with bourbon and shal- 
lots. Wild boar tastes just like regular 
pork but far leaner almost dry 
some mouthfuls. Ironically, domestic pigs 
are now being bred for leaner carcass, 
reversing thousands years striving 
for fatter swine. Fear cholestrol tak- 
ing back toward the wild boar. 

aged cheeses and cranberry 
dessert carried the feast through 
the end, but the other two desserts and 
the final chocolate truffle were civilized. 
The last morsel was grocery-store ani- 
mal cracker, good for smile. 

the eland was disappointment, the 
Harvest staff was not. Chef Kinkead pro- 
duced seven delicious and interesting 
sauces small feat single dinner, 
where palates become tired. felt the 
end that Kinkead had the 


_exotic meats and seafoods, and would 


like see him next working with more 
tractable cuts veal, chicken, lamb, 


duckling, and fresh fish. His creativity 


and careful pacing made the game feast 
one the most enjoyable gourmet din- 
ners ever been to.

But this one 
careers dizzyingly, from obsessive 
meditation football dispassionate 
defense Afrikan-American self- 
education yarn about foiled public- 
health campaign against hookworms. 

Growing Southern one series 
anthologies produced the Institute 
for Southern Studies (in Durham, North 
Carolina), which also publishes the 
respected quarterly Southern Exposure. 
The institute’s chief concern grassroots 
Southern history, and its collections 
rely broadly ugh: admit pre- 
judiced oral history. Here, often 
the case, exacting editorial lens has 
focused the diffuse medium. Editor Chris 
Mayfield’s policy noninterference has 
yielded vacuous book that less than 
the sum its parts. (And the lowliest 
the parts Mayfield’s own paper 
Southern day care, which reads like 
memorandum humorless supervisor.) 
Yet suspect that solemn sense mis- 
sion prevented her from including, just 
for the morbid joy it, any lurid, gothic 
staples the Southern experience: un- 
Boo Radleys rove these pages. 

Many stories Growing Southern 
are skillfully designed and engagingly 
told. This only natural. cultivating 
the the anthology form 
plays perfectly into the Southerner’s gift 
for storytelling and complementary 
aversion ideas. Most the essays here 
seem once wily and automatic, familiar 
decoys amusingly costumed. when 
Mab Segrest, lesbian poet from 
Alabama, describes her introduction 
the facts life: universe teetered 
near the heart vast darkness saw 
millions daddies, including own, 
wee-weeing millions mamas instead 
their toilets.’’ Cute, but bet her

‘79, prior the child-murder scare). 
reveals scenes many Americans had fer- 
vently hoped were ancient history: out- 
houses, one-acre share-cropping dumps, 
shanty towns, and company stores. 
talks with black youth afraid dream 
and too crushed hope, farmers con- 
strained eke out living from dis- 
honest landowners and people wonder- 
ing when the civil-rights revolution they 
heard about will hit their town. 

Fortunately doesn’t wallow 
completely despair. Fuller frequently 
cites individuals who offer some 
optimism manage register small vic- 
tories. Myrtle Blue, North Carolina resi- 
dent, overcomes big landowner’s 
attempt steal her farm saving every 
receipt and showing exact account 
her debts. She not only stops the land 
grab but eventually buys the property 
outright and chuckles triumph her 
success. Skip Robinson the United 
League Tupelo, Mississippi, and 
Millard Fuller (no relation) Americus 
overcome threats, personal setbacks, and 
indifference set community organi- 
zations that are real vehicles for progress 
their towns. These are the people Fuller 
admires, folks who don’t tremble the 
depth the problem but are willing 
what humanly possible aid their 
comrades. These interviews and accounts 
keep the book and Fuller from lapsing 
into hopelessness. 

extent the New South, osten- 
sibly the book’s subject, serves 
introduction two major topics; the lack 
significant black political gains the 
South during the civil-rights era and the 
responsibility the black middle class 
for the situation. Fuller turns bitter 
discusses the absence blacks the 
corporations and offices, the 
inability politicians eliminate 
Reconstruction-era housing police 
brutality, and the total lack account- 
ability from white officials their black 
constituents.

The Millionairess, however, less
